man, general counsel, presented to 
the Railroad Labor Board a lengthy 


statement signed by President Sam- , 


uel Rea,. setting forth the road's 
reasons for refusing *o comply with 
the board’s order and call a new 
election of employes’ committees. 

The board set aside a previous 
election because the road allowed 
the men to vote only on individuals, 
while the federated shop crafts in- 
sisted the name of their local 
should appear ag a committée. 

Rea’s statement said that the elec- 
tion “raised the question ,whether 
the employes’ representation plan de- 
veloped’ by the roud, should he im- 
paired and its usefulness largely de- 
stroyed by dealing with those who 
advocated a closed shop, the sympa- 
thetic strike and limitation of output 
in framing rules governing operation 
of the shops during Federal control. 

All Loss in Output. 

The rules formulated while the 
Government directed the roads re- 
duced the output of shop labor at 
least 35 per cent, the statement de- 
clared. 

Ben W. Hooper, public member of 
the Labor Board, examined Hiser- 
man, reading from a typewritten list 
of questions. 

Questioned closely by Hooper on 
whether the Pennsylvania admitted 
that the transportation act required 
conferences with employes to nego- 
tiate rules. Hiserman declared it did 
not, but that it was the road’s policy 
sotoconfer. He also denied that the 
road felt bound by the law or the 
Labor Board to select employes’ rep- 
resentatives by ballot, adding that a 
number of representatives had been 
named without a written ballot. 

Hooper quizzed the Pennsylvania 
on its attitude toward Interstate 
Commerce Commission orders, but 
succeeded only in bringing out that 
the road had disagreed with many of 
the commission's decisions, taking 
them into court and, according to 
Mr. Helserman, winning each case. 

Points in Rea’s Statement. 

In President Rea’s statement, the 
éompany held that: 

1. It had not violated any board 
decision in the sense that it had re- 
fused to comply with a lawful pro- 
nouncement of the beard; that it had 
not violated the transportation act 
nor defied the board nor the Con- 
gress which created it. 

2. The Board, in declaring previ- 
ous elections void and ordering a new 
election of employe representxtives,

“Feudalism and Barbaric Capi- 


talism Overthrown by ‘Octo- 
ber Revolution,’ ”’ He Says. 


By the Associated Presa. 
MOSCOW, Oct. 20.—Nikolal Len- 


ine. the Russian soviet premier,.who 
has just returned from a vacation, 
reviews Ruassia’s communistic efforts 
in a long article published by Pravda, 
thé soviet newspaper. 

“The ‘Octuber r solution,’” writes 
Premier Lenine, “has overthrown 


feudalism and barbaric capitalism, 
which were impediments to Russian 
culture. We claim the honor of do- 


s | ing this more thoroughly than did 


the French revolution or the BEn- 
glish revolution of 1649. After four 
years, we are sure we are right. 
Moreover, we have never dodged is- 
sues. ag have the Western countries. 

“We have been especially success- 
ful with the religious and feminist 
problems. We have eliminated reli- 
gious ignorance and also the shame 
of inequality between men and 
women. 
“The soviet regime ts the maxti- 
mum of democracy for peasants and 
workers. We have given the world 
a@ new type of democracy, namely, a 
proletarian dictatorship. We are not 
forgetting, however, the many mis- 
takes we have made and still are 
making. The most difficult of our 
tasks has been the rebullding of our 
economic structure, but we are go- 
ing ahead. We had hoped, by rais- 
ing the people's enthugiasm, to over- 
come the economic difficulties, but 
now the realities of life have shown 
us tha. that was not enough. Long 
years of work are necessary to pass 
from capitalism into socialism, and 
finally into communism.”

Alaska in the short summer. The 
warmth of the sun through the soil 
causes sufficient melting of the ice 
to keep the ground moist and this 
promotes rapid growth. 

“Another factor is the long day. 
In midsummer the sun shines prac- 
tically 24 hours, giving constant light 
and warmth to the flowers and veg- 
tables. On the hunting ground 
which has been surveyed as a new 
national park, to be known as Mc- 
Kinley Park, I saw the sun set be- 
hind a mountain peak and 20 min- 
utes later I saw it rise on the other 
side of the peak. When I first went 
up there I sat up all night and read, 
waiting for it to get dark enough to 
go to bed, but it never did. 

“Dawson is a sad sight. That once 
famous gold mining camp which had 
a population of 45,000, now has only 
700 residents. The old dance halls 
and saloons are still there, but they 
are vacant and falling to pieces. A 
little dredging for gold is being done 
on Bonanza Creek and Kiondike 
Creek, and this is al) that keeps the 
town alive. 

“One of the sights of Dawson ts 
the famous ‘Fraction 75." This its a 
strip of ground 75 feet wide. In the 
boom days a prospecting company 
was laying out the ground in lots of 
400 feet or more in width to be soll 
or leased to gold hunters. When the 
platting was done it was found there 
was a strip 75 feet wide at one end 
of the subdivision. 

“"What'll we do with it?” asked 
one of the promoters. ‘Oh, zive it to 
Rowe,’ said another, pointing to a 
town character who had been par- 
ning the creeks a long time,and nad 
never found any gold. So the ‘Frac- 
tion 75° was put in Rowe’s name a1.d 
he had hardly scratched the surface

when he came upon a ledge of al- 
most pure gold that yielded him $1,- 
000,000 which he quickly spent in dis- 
sipation and in mining verftures in 
other parts of the field.” 

Corn Failure So Far. 

In the southern part of Alaska 
Scullin found farmers ralsing fine po- 
tatoes, cucumbers and even tomatoes. 
which grew well when forced under 
glass. Blackberries, raspberries, cur- 
rants and cranberries were abundant. 
Wheat has been successfully pro- 
duced, but corn thus far has got only 
as far as the cob. The Government 
is experimenting with corn. Scullin 
said that last year the stalks and 
leaves were produced, but without 
any grain. This year the plants pro- 
duced ears, but without any grains 
on the cobs. It Is hoped that a few 
years of development and experi-

Chemists Says They Found Poi- 
son in Bodies of Woman’s 
Three Previous Husbands. 


By the Associated Press. 

TWIN FALLS, Idaho, Oct. 20.— 
The last of the expert witnesses 
which the State will use in the trial 
of Lyda Meyer Southard, charged 
with the murder of Edward F. Mey- 
er, her fourth husband, occupied 
the witness stand yesterday. Ed- 
ward E. Rodenbaugh, State Chem- 
ist of Idaho, and Herman Harms. 
State Chemist of Utah, placed in evi- 
dence the results of their analysis of 
specimens from the bodies of the 
woman's three previous husbands 
and a brother-in-law. In every case 
the analysis showed the presence of 
poison in the organs examined, thoy 
each testified. 

Dr. H. W. Wilson of Twin Falls, 
who treated both Edward and Rob- 
ert C. Dooley, respectively brother- 
in-law and husband of the defend- 
ant, wp to the time of their deaths 
in 1915, declared on the witness 
stand that he assigned typhoid fever 
as the cause of death for the reason 
that he did not know what else to 
call it. He never was satisfied with 
is own diagnosis of the cases, he 
said.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—Sarah 
Graham Mulhall, former Deputy 
Commissioner of the Narcotic Con- 
trol Board of New York, told the| 
American Humane Society at last | 
night’s session of its annual conven- | 
tion that conditions resulting from | 
drug addiction in the United States | 
were “appalling,” and that the hab- 
it was “spreading alarmingly’ among 
public and private school children.

Dy’ the time of the 
next presidential. inauguration in 
1926, it is believed there will be 
enough of the instruments so that 
the President's voice can be heard 
in the largest public gathering places 
of all the principal! cities.

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MR. HARDING SEES THE LIGHT. 

President Harding’s Yorktown speech was an élo- 
quent plea for fhternational co-operation for peace 
and betterment of the world. He pleaded for the re- 
alization of the ideal of understanding, association and 
co-operation of all nations against war alliances and 
for guarantees of peace. 

After pleading for permanent friendship with Great 
Britain and stating that war between that nation and 
this was unthinkable the President urged fervently 
the realizing of “the noblest ideals of mankind” and 
spoke of “a new call for co-operation, a clear convic- 
tion of purposes and devotions and loyalties, not lim- 
ited to sovereignties nor national boundaries.” We 


quote this striking paragraph in full: 


Shall mankind, then, g° on yet for generations, 
for centuries, knowing but refusing to be guided 
by these truths? Not if conscience and reason 
are properly asserted. I believe that time is come 
when there must be recognition of essential co- 
operation among nations, devoted, each of them, 
in its own peculiar national way, to the common 

ood, the progress, the advance of al) human kind. 

t us hope that we stand at the dawn of a Bow 
day, in which nations shall be stronger for contri- 
bution to the world’s betterment, because each will 
feel the assurance of common purpose and united 
aspiration and the security of a common devotion 
to the ends of peace and civilization. 


These are in substance the ideals and aspirations 
with which Woodrow Wilson fired the hearts and 
aroused the hopes of mankind and led to the cove- 


nant of peace and the League of Nations.

Louis patients. Under the stress of confinement one 


mittedly into tens of thousands, any measures we can 
take to remedy the condition probably will leave 
still large numbers out of work. This means the 
need of 100 per cent effort to find, create and dis- 
tribute jobs, whether there are 25,000 or 65,000 now 
out of work. 

A study of the Post-Dispatch survey uncovers the 
interesting fact that in industries producing immedi- 
ate necessities, as shoes and clothing, employment 
is nearly normal—in some cases even better. The 
principal slumps are in the building and brewery 
trades and those lines which might be classed as 
dealing in luxuries or near luxuries.

IN OUR MIDST. 

Down on Tenth street, in the dimly lit rear of 
a tiny book shop, you will find one of St. Louis’ 
remarkable men. There is nothing particularly 
striking about his personal appearance, as you 
watch him emerging from behind shelves and 
stacks of tarnished volumes. But, as you move 
closer, you see the gleam of eye and the inimi- 
table curve of mouth that mark the optimist. 
Under the heavy strain of life’s vicissitudes he 
has come up smiling, singing along the path- 
way many a gong of joy. 

To be very prosaic, this man has written and 
published over 250 humorous pieces of verse, 
ballads and patriotic songs, among them “Shot 
to Pieces,” 1914, and “The Ocean Must Be 
Free,” 1917, to the latter of which Edwin Bra- 
ham set the music. This song was published 
after the sinking of the Luéitania and evoked 
praise from John Philip Sousa, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Josephus Daniels, then Secretary 
of the Navy, and Elbert Hubbard II.

Understanding Among

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Following 
closely upon the British Govern- 
ment’s announced determination to 
aid in solving the unemployment sit- 
uation by the extension of extraor- 
dinarily large credits and the dec- 
laration that no Briton was to starve, 
David Lloyd George, the Prime Min- 
ister, delivered a notable address in 
Parliament yesterday, outlining the 


Government's policy “both with re- 
gard to trade and unemployment. 
The Premier declared that the en- 
tire situation was the result of the 
world war and that a good under- 
standing between nations, together 
with trade rehabilitation, was the es- 
sential remedy for a cure. 

In outlining the Government’s pro- 
posal to alleviate unemployment, 
Lloyd George made the following 
striking declaration: 

Atmosphere Must Clear. 

“Peace and a good understanding 
among nations is vital. Let us get 
out of the atmosphere where, if you 
talk about a German without a 
frown on your brow, you are no fa- 
triot. rade cannot start in such an 
atmosphere~ If you intervene to 
make peace, your motives are mis- 
understood, but if Great Britain will 
not do it, who will? We stand for 
stability. We want to see the na- 
tions begin again the tasks of peace.” 

The entire speech was a plea that 
the country is suffering from the re- 
sults of the war, and a declaration 
that restoration rests upon the re- 
vival of industry and the rehabilita- 
tion of the purchasing power abroad, 
and that a revival in trade depends 
largely upon the bringing about of 
a good understanding among nations 

Steps Taken for Relief. 

Lioyd George spiritedly justified 
the steps the Government already 
had taken to meet the unemployment 
problem. He contended that the 
British plan of imposing heavy taxa- 
tion was much better than the means 


dertakings providing employment or 
for the purchase of material for man- 
ufacturers and also to allocate £10,- 
000,000 for the assistance of relief 
work, and later the establishment of 
a fund for workers’ dependents. 

The Premier argued that in the 
problem of unemployment relief 
work was unsatisfactory and the dole 
System worse. He admitted that to 
try to stimulate trade abroad would 
involve the Government in some risk, 
but he declared it was better to take 
the risk than to stand still. The Gov- 
ernment, therefore, had decided to 
extend its exports scheme to other 
countries, including the British do- 
minions. 

He also proposed further assist- 
ance for state-aided emigration of 
former service men: the allocation 
of £10,000,000 for relief work in for- 
estry and drainage; additional as- 
sistance to the iocal authorities: to 
share in the interest on loans raised 
to start public works, and an exten- 
sion of the benefits under the un- 
employment inghrance by an addi- 
tional levy of 2d. 

Trade With Russia. 

Referring to trade with Russia, 
he said there had been no restric- 
tions on the British to such trading, 
but that the total trade for the first 
eight months of the present ,year 
had been only £3,150,000, which 
showed there was not an unlimited 
field in Russia for British or any 
other enterprise. 

Concerning proposed guarantees 
of interest on loans, raised by * any 
dominion or colonial Governments, 
or any foreign Government or local 
authorities, for essential enterprises, 
such as electrification and water- 
ways, which would provide immedi- 
ate employment in the United King- 
dom, the Premier explained that the 
total liability of the Government 
would be £25,000,000 and that a 
committee of men of high authority 
and knowledge would be created to 
administer the scheme.

RIGA, Sept. 25.—This article ts 
written from notes in a diary kept by 
myself during a brief journey 
through the famine areas of Rus- 
sia, in company with a photographer, 
George 8S. Ercole of New York. We 
went from Riga to Moscow.
